completed today and was to be hand- 
ed to British chancellor of the excheq- 
uer, Philip Snowden; late tonight. It 
was expected that the offer would be 
subjected to severe scrutiny by British 
financial experts before action is tak- 
en on if, 

The French, Italian, Belgian and 
Japanese delegations to the repara- 


tions conference succeeded ia jutting 
the finishing touches to their offer to 
Great Britain after four long sessions 
yesterday and today. They got to- 
gether th® equivalent in annuities of 
36,000,000 marks (about $8,575,000) 
from various sources, 

The latest important contribution 
was reported to have come from the 
Italian delegation which was the ob- 
ject of pressing solicitations during 
the past week on the claim that Italy 
was especially benefitted by the 
changes in The Spa ratios made by 
the Young plan. 

As the French, Italians and Bel- 
gians view it the amount they now 
offer is just about 75 per cent of the 
amount that Mr. Snowden claimed 
as a fair British share and which he 
was not prepared to sacrifice. Earlier 
estimates of their offers by the same 
powers had been rejected by the Brit- 
ish and that was one of the reasons 
why the chancellor insists that the 
ae be put in writing.

Opinion was still divided tonight as 
to the chances of something definite 
coming from the conference, with a 
slight gain registered by the opti- 
mists. This change in sentiment was 
due to the somewhat different tone 
heard in British circles on discussion 
of the offer by the four powers, 
_Spokesmen for the British delega- 
tion no longer insist on complete 
satisfaction of the Snowden demand 
but rather decry the tendency to com- 
pare the offers and demands on a 
pereentage basis. This slight change 
of front was taken as indicating a 
possibility that if the creditor offer 
is found likely to yield as much as 
is elaimed for it, it will not be re- 
jected by the British.

Of the legislation as enatted he said yesterday: 


Mr. arsston’s Analysis. 

The session of the general as- 
sembly just closed was vastly 
more important than the people 
of the state seem to know. 

It was in many respects a con- 
stitutional convention, held under 
the stress of a large and increas- 
ing deficit in the state’s treas- 
ury and at a time when every 
institution earried on by _ the 
state was in a conditien of dis- 
tressing poverty. 

The insane asylum, the tuber- 
cilo-is “hospital, the | varied 
schools, the common schools, the 
university, the district agricul- 
tural and mechanical schools are 
all now at a low ebb of financial 
existence, | 

The chief subject of legisla- 
tion was the tax system. Since 
1877 the state has been under the 
plan ealled the uniform ad valo- 
rem system. 

If the proposed amendments, 
which have been adopted by the 
general assembly, are voted by 
the people at the next general 
election in the fall of 1950, the 
system will have been radically 
changed. 

The deficit im the state's treas- 
nry now at hand and accumulat- 
ing is variously estithated aa of 
December 31 of this year at sums 
as high as $4,700,000. 


/TAX MEASURES 


PASSED BY SOLAONS. . 

The general assembly plan, as 
adopted, includes the following 
taxes: 

1. The tax ealled a general 
sales tax; or more correctly, a 
gross income tax. (The Key bill.) 

”, A statutory income tax. The 
Boykin bill. 

3. A constitutional amendment 
to allow the general assembly to 
levy an income tax, The Lang- 
ford bill, 

4. An increase in corporate li- 
cense taxes. 

5. A stricter enforcement of the 
tobacco tax. 

6. An inerease in the gasoline 
tax by adding two cents per gal- 
lon te the present four cents, 
making six cents, (This goes to 
highways and to the school equal- 
ization fund, and in so far as it 
deals with highways is also treat- 
ed as a part of the state's ordi- 
nary income, but is classed as a 


part of its allocated income.) 

7. Continuance for tie time 
being of the state’s,ad valorem 
tax on property, its occupation 
and license taxes, its estate tax, 
and all other forms of taxes now 
in existence. 

8. A new tax on motor lines. 
Busses, which now go under the 
jurisdiction of the public service 
commission, 

No existing tax has, so far as 
I know. been abolished or re- 
duced. 

The sales tax is wholly new 
to the state; so is the income 
tax—unless such a tax was levied 
at some sporadic time prior to 
1877 of which I do not know. 

The added gasoline tax will be 
an individual burden on the peo- 
ple, but it will be greater on the 
household than is realized. It 
was a choice between this tax 
and bonds, or continued disap- 
pointing of public expectation in 
highway construction. 

The senate adopted an amend- 
ment to the sales tax which al- 
lowed an offset against its in- 
come tax of any amount paid on 
the sales tax. It was argued on 
the fléor of _the house that this” 
would make one, or both, the 
sales tax ahd the income fax, 
unconstitutional because of the 
requirement of uniformity in our 
constitution. This was then 
changed to provide, in effect, 
that if it should be held iff any 
judicial proceeding that such a 
result would be brought about, 
the amendment should fail, and 
neither of those two laws should 
fall on that account. It was 
disagreement over this amend- 
ment which kept the general as- 
sembly in session until about 4 
o'clock Sunday morning. 

It was finally compromised by 
making it to . apply to income 
taxes accruing on or after Jan- 
uary 1, 1931. So there will be 
a gross income tax and a net 
income tax on the same dollar of 
net income from October 1, 1929, 
through December 31, 1930, if 
this plan is constitutional. 

The gross income tax is one 
mill on the dollar for whole- 
salers; one-half mill for manu- 
factories; two mills for retailers; 
three mills for public utilities

San Francisco, August 25.—(/)— 
Gilded with the last rays of a Calie 
fornia sunset, the triumphant world- 
girdling dirigible Graf Zeppelin thrill- 
ed San Francisco this evening as she 
circled the city, marking completion of 
the longest | over-water flight ever 
made. 

Sighted from the Farallene islands, 
15 miles off the Golden Gate, at 6:02 
p. m., the airship hummed her way 
into the harbor while airplanes buz- 
zed under, over and beside her. Noise- 
making devices all over the city did 
their best to make her welcome. 

The dirigib'e circled over the city 
and finally turned southward, bound 
for Los Angeles. 2 

5,470 Miles Covered. 

The Graf Z-ppelin left Kasumiguara 
aiz vase, near Tokyo, Friday at 3:13 
p. m. (1:13 a. m. eastern standard 
time). The voyage to Los Angeles 
was estimated in advance at 5,470 
miles. The around-the-world trip start- 
ed at Lakehurst, N. J., on Angust 7, 


at 11:40 p. m, The airship was at 
Friedrichshafen, her home port, from 


} 4:08 p.m. Atigust 10 untit 4:34 a. m. 


August 15,, and reached Kasumigaura 


.at 6:27 p, m. last Monday. 


The only mishap of the journey 
thus far oecurred at Kasumigaura. 
The 4irigible was ready to leave, but 
as she was being removed from the 
hangar the rear-end was thrust 
against ithe ground, damdging the 
struts bracing the rear motor gondola. 
This delayed the start nearly a day 
and a half. ry 

On the voyage across the Pacific 
the dirigible outrode a storm just out- 
side of Tokyo and then was plunged 
into heavy fogs. It was not until this 
morning that really clear weather was 
encountered. 

If the Graf Zeppelin makes a 
prompt departure from Los Angeles 
and reaches New York before 4 Pp. m. 
August 31, she will set a new record 
for fast journeys around the world. 
The present record is held by Jobn 
Henry Mears and the late Bert Coll- 
yer, who circled the globe in 22 and 
a fraction days. 

Arrives Ahead of Time, 

The dirigible appeared over San 
Franeisco earlier than had ‘been an- 
ticipated, Earlier reports had indicated 
she would arrive here late tonight or 
early tomorrow. But favorable winds 
boosted the ship along faster than ex- 
pected, 

News that the Zeppelin was sighted 
over the Farallone islands spread over 
the city with electric rapidity. As the 
airship appeared over the Golden Gate 
boats that had cruived in that vicinity 
for hours “tied down” their whistles. 
The horns of thousands of automobiles 

rked at Lands End and on the Port 

ker road, the Marin county side of 
the Gate, blared a raucous, deafening 
greeting, piercing the cheers of watch- 
ers who packed * hills, roads and 
beaches. 

Army planes from Crissley field 
roared overhead to greet and escort 
the Graf Zeppelin, and others flew 
around and around the ship. These 
and several commercial vlanes carried 
army officials and representatives of 
the city government, extending to Dr. 
Hugo Eckener, commander of the ship, 
his crew of 41 -nd 19 passengers San 
Franciseo's welcome.

OF MALARIA FEVER, 
REPORT SHOWS 


Waycross, Ga., August 25.— (Spe- 
cial.) —Waycross, located in the so- 
called malaria section of south Geor- 
gia, is practically free from the mal- 
ady that is generally regarded as a 
curse to this section of the country, 
not a single death having occured in 
the city, or in the whole of Ware 


county, for that matter, during the 
first six months of the present year. 

The semi-annual health report 
made by Dr. George E. Atwood, com- 
missioner of health, shows that there 
were no deaths in Waycross from 
malaria, measles, whooping cough, 
diphtheria, typhoid fever or child- 
birth, dysentery and pellagra being 
the only preventable diseases whose 
death rates have not shown a marked 
decrease over the past year. In all 
of Ware county, a large part of which 
borders on the Okefenokee swamp and 
lies in so-called “flat woods,” there 
was not a death from malaria, diph- 
theria or typhoid. fever.

DON’T ROLL THE VICTIM 
ON A BARREL. 


It seems almost absurd to warn peo- 
ple not to try to roll on a barrel a 
person rescued from submersion, but— 

A booklet on first aid and resuscita- 
tion issued last year to employes of 
electric and gas companies, carries on 
page 15 a picture of a first aid oper- 
ator lifting a subject in the jack knife 
position by standing astride and clasp- 
ing hands under the subject's belly. 
The printed instructions on the oppo- 
site page say: “This will empty the 
water out of the windpi andthe 
larger tubes leading to the lungs.” 

It is news to me that there are 
larger tubes than the windpipe leading 
to the lungs, but let that pass. The 


{question is, who authorizes this dan- 


gerous instruction ? 


Well, it is a method that has been 
“approved” by a long and imposing 
list of utility service organizations, 
federal bureaus and the American Red 
Cross. 

Whoever introduced the jack knife 
maneuver into the resuscitation meth- 
od must have had a qualm of doubt 
about it, for the printed instructions 
continue thus: 

“Spend little time npon this effort.

If the victim were any one dear to 
me I shonld have murderous feelings 
toward any alleged first aid operator 
in the 
monkeyshines “approved” by all these 
august authorities. 

In the name of humanity this dan- 
gerous instruction should be stopped, 
and the organizations responsible for 
it should do what they can to correct 
the error in the technic of every per- 
son who has received the wrong in- 
struction. 

The prone pressure method of arti- 
ficial respiration. discovered by 
Schaefer, makes adequate provision 
for the drainage of any water. or 
other fluid there may be in the breath- 
ing passages. Of course where some 
amateur instructor takes it upon 
himself to revise the Schaefer method 
and change the position of the sub- 
ject. the time consuming (and life 
sacrificing) jack knife stunt may 
seem logical enough. But if the in- 
structions of Schaefer are followed 
there will be no need for any special 
maneuver to empty the water out of 
the windpipe. It will drain out of the 
nose or mouth by gravity. Schaefer in- 
Structed that the subject’s face be 
turned toward one side, to free nose 
and mouth for breathing. Do not 
place anything under the subject‘s 
head or chin, for that will interfere 
with the drainage of fluid from the 
breathing passages. 

I believe the trick of placing § an 
arm under the head was adopted in 
the first place merely for the sake of 
a good picture for publicity purposes. 

Anyway, no one has ‘offered a valid 
excuse for this error. 

There is considerable wneertainty 
about the importance of water in the 
lungs, or in the breathing tract. in 
cases of drowning.

Equally and truthfully it ean be 
said that the mass of the people have 
grown suspicious of evangelism as a 
gospel vehicle. They are some justi- 
fied in that so long as church bodies 
and many of their ministers repudiate 
its divine claims upon their support 
and co-operation. Speaking of Christ 
to the Ephesians St. Paul said: 


“And he gave some, apostles: and 
some, prophets; and some, evangelists; 
and some, pastors and teachers.” 

Yet there are church bodies and 
churchmen of high degree who rudely 
and autocratically rub that “and 
some, evangelists,’ out of their Bibles 
and refuse to recognize a_ spiritual 
call into evangelistic service, 

That, too, in spite of the fact that 
for over a hundred years it has been 
notorious that the churches which 
have most encouraged evangelistic 
preaching have been the most progres- 
sive in recruiting faithful followers of 
Christ. Whenever a church has re- 
pulsed and condemned its evangelists 
it has failed to grow lustily in mem- 
bership and popular influence upon 
morals and: spirituality. 

There are individual churches in 
Atlanta today in which there has not 
been either a silent or a sensational 
conversion to Christ in a whole year. 

We send intelligent, well-trained, re- 
ligious-minded reporters to swell 
ehurehes to hear _ strongly-touted 
preachers preach—and they come 
back with nothing better than com- 
momplace rhetorical stuff neither 
spiritual nor striking enough to print. 

Loss of the evangelistic spirit in 
preacher or chureh is loss of zeal to 
“seek and save the Jost” and loss of 
power to make the gospel appealing

Evangelism for Profiteering. 


Furthermore, evangelism is repul- 
sive to churches and to the people 
outside of them when they have good 
reasons to believe that the evangelist 
is a professional profiteer. 

And God knows the land is lousy 
with a lot of them who are plainly 
that and nothing better. 

I have come across them in all sec- 
tions of the nation, from Boston to 
Los Angeles. Instead of being conse- 
crated “fishers of men” they are fish- 
ers for dimes and dollars, and often 
are shameless in their seinings of the 
congregations for money to swell their 
personal bank-rolls. 

Understand that I do not begrudge 
a sincere and zealous evangelist a lib- 
eral compensation for his services to 
a church or an employing community. 
Himself and his often absent family 
are entitled to be well cared for by 
the beneficiaries of his conscientious 
labors. I am not referring to such 
evangelists—God forbid! 

The fellows I am writing about are 
those self-elected psendo-religious ho-

The general assembly has, as 
have seen, undertaken to 
wholly depart from the method 
of taxation prescribed by the con- 
stitution of 1877; and this has 
been done under circumstances of 
the deficiency in the states 
treasury above mentioned, which 
has acted as a force of great 
driving power. Has it not carried 
the assembly too far? 

It appeared to me that the 
condition could have been met 
by the sales tax and the present 
forms of taxation, with a fair 
tax on intangible property (such 
as money, notes, accounts, bonds 
These now pay 
almost nothing. The present 
method of taxing them not 
adapted to such property. This 
in 1877, the year of the 
adoption of the present consitu- 
tion. had very little of this class 
of propertr. If the constitution 
had been amended so as to pro- 
vide a modern method of taxing 
this kind of property, a very 
large revenue have been 
provided without great burden to 
and the owners of that 
class of property would have 
been given a means of fairly do- 
ing their duty to society without 
incurring destructive hardship.

The next day, however, Jabolin- 
skys admirers marched in procession 
under heavy police guard into the 
sacred Moslem quarter, and made a 
formal, nationalist demonstration, with 
speeches, cheers and flag waving from 
the wailing wall before the House of 
the Grand Mufti. 

Moslem feeling then rose to the 
highest pitch. This resulted the next 
day, Friday, August 16, in the de- 
scent of 2,000 Arabs on the wailing 
wall. They burned Jewish prayers 
and petitions which had been stuck 
in the crevices of the wall. But luck- 
ily no Jews were found there. 

Saturday, August 17, a Jewish 
boy, Abraham Mitzrachi, was stabbed 
in a quarrel with Arab boys on the 
football field in the Bokharen quar- 
ter. When the boy died, Tuesday, 
the Zionists arranged a funeral which 
was intended to take the form of a 
nationalist, anti-Moslem demonstra- 
tion,

numbered between 2.000 and 3.000 
persons. It made a rush at the Jaffa 
gate, intending to enter the Arab city 
and lay the boy's body before the wail- 
ing wall.

Appropriation Bill. 

The general appropriations bill was 
without discussion in either 
house in form approved by the con- 
lerence committee on appropriations. 
Total appropriations of $12,672.060 
for 1050 and of $12.951,503 for 1931 
were made in the final form of the 
measure, according to figures fur- 
nished by Senator Charles D. Red- 
wine, chairman of the senate appro- 
priations committee.

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ly $108,000 for each year over the 
bill as originally passed by the house 
but a cut of approximately $65,000 
for each year in the bill as approved 
in the senate. 

Of the senate appropriation in- 
creases of $250,000 for each year, 
more than $80,000 was adopted by 
the house without reference to a con- 
ference committee. The remaining 
allocations were submitted to the con- 
ferees and were cut approximately 
two-thirds. 

Three state constitutional officers 
felt the conference committee's reduc- 
tions most when their salaries which 
had been raised by the senate bill 
to $7,500 were cut to $5,000, $6,000 
and $4,800 as originally fixed in the 
house bill. These wére the secretary 
of state, the comptroller general and 
the state treasurer, respectively. Al- 
pace their salaries were increased 
equal to that of the governor by a 
recent senate bill, the conference com- 
mittee refused to allow the raise in 
the 1930 or 1931 appropriation. 

Only $30,000 for each year was 
allowed the state tax commissioner 
for administration of the sales and 
income taxes by the conference com- 
mittee. The senate bill had allowed 
$50,000 for 1931. The University of 
Georgia’s appropriation was cut $10,- 
000, giving that institution a net in- 
crease of $15,000 over the two pre- 
vious years. Forty-six thousand, 
eight hundred dollars was allowed the 
oil inspection division by the confer- 
ees.

The Lankford constitu- 
tional income tax and the composite 
bill containing amendments to the 
general tax act were other financial 
measures approved. A _ conference 
committee’s recommendations on the 
cigaret tax and corporation tax bills 
were adopted. 

Revision of the state department 
of game and fish as provided by the 
house bill was indorsed by the as- 
sembly after favorable action by the 
conference committee. 

Bus Bill Passed. 

A conference committee for the Zel- 
lars bus -bill, placing busses carry- 
ing passengers and freight on regu- 
lar schedule under jurisdiction of the 
public service commission, was pass- 
ed by both houses. The measure fin- 
ally passed is very similar to the 
original draft of Senator Zellars ex- 
cept that a maximum license of $35 
was set in the substitute for bus 
lines. In addition graduated scale of 
taxation based on mileage and num- 
7 of passengers was included in the 

ill. 

The constitutional income tax is 
supplementary or additional to the 
Boykin bill. It merely authorizes the 
general assembly, after a favorable 
referendum, to levy a tax on incomes 
not to exceed 5 per cent. An amend- 
ment designed to eliminate the pres- 
ent state ad valorem taxes within 
four years was killed in the confer- 
ence committee, but a substitute pro- 
vision decreasing the five mill limit to 
two mills in three years after enact- 
ment of the Boykin bill was passed 
by the legislature on recommendation 
of the conferees. 

One major bill was defeated by the 
house of representatives in the last 
day legislative rush. This was the 
constitutional amendment of Senator 
Lawson giving the legislature power 
to classify property for taxation. The 
measure was passed several days pre- 
vious in the upper house, but was 
tabled by the representatives when 
it came before them, 

Senator Lawson's bill would have 
separated classes of property known 
as “tangibles’” and “intangibles.” It 


would have authorized the next as¢v 


sembly, if the amendment was rati- 
fied by the people, to reduce the ad 
valorem rate on real estate and in- 
crease the levy on stocks, bonds, etc., 
generally known as “intangible” or 
“invisible” property. 

Passage of the Key sales tax and 
the general tax sct amendments in 
addition to the Boykin net income tax, 
the six-cent gasoline tax, the corpora- 
tions tax, and the cigar and cigarette 
tax revision approved during the ses- 
sion led legislative authorities to agree 
that the 1929 assembly has completed 
the most successful session and fur- 
nished Georgia with one of the most 
complete tax systems in the nation. 

Other bills of major importance 
passed during the session just ad- 
journed revised and improved prac- 
tically every division of the state gov- 
ernment. The W. commission 
bill, paving the way for erection of a 
17-story office building and storage 
plant on state property of the W. &A. 
railroad in Atlanta, was passed by the 
assemble as was the Greater Atlanta 
annexation bill.

Constitutional provisions requiring 
local county and municipal bills to be 
passed in the legislature have crowded 
the calendar and committee rooms 
during the entire session. Hundreds 
of such bills have been passed, how- 
ever, without seriously interfering 
with the more important work. Prac- 
tically no dissension over local mat- 
ters has held the attention of either 
house, 

During the largest part of the ses- 
sion, the senate was busy acting upon 
gubernatorial appointments—an un- 
dertaking which consumed much time 
that might have been given to legis- 
lative matters. ‘The political situa- 
tion cleared, however, several weeks 
before adjournment, so that relations 
between the governor and the upper 
house were of th< best during the 
final legislative rush. 

A much-desired harmony of action 
between the house and senate was to 
be noticed during the entire session 
except on the final night when the 
haste and importance of legislation 
invariably causes confliction of opin- 
ion and lengthy conference commit- 
tee debate. Adjournment found all 
essential matters acted upon favor- 
ably, however, so that no extra ses- 
sion is likely during the next two 
years. 

Georgia’s legislative task is over 
for 1929 except for the formal gov- 
ernor’s signature to the bills passed 
in the final night session.

The Automobile Situation 


Production of passenger cars and 
trucks in the United States and Cana- 
da for the first six months of this 
year amounted to 3,411,451 units com- 
pared with 2,326,509 in the same pe- 
riod last year, representing an increase 
of 46.6 per cent. A large part of this 
increase may be attributed to the re- 
turn of Ford to large scale production 
and to an inerease of 12.5 per cent in 
output of Chevrolet. ‘The com- 


bined production of Ford enc Chevro- 
let for the first six months represents 
57 per cent of the total output of the 
entire industry. Although .these two 
manufacturers are responsible for such 
a large percentage of the gain, most 
of the other leading companies did a 
larger volume of business than in the 
same period of 1928. 

During the months of June and 
July, trade showed a definite down- 
ward tendency and further recessions 
are likely in the immediate future. 
Making allowances for this recession 
and taking into consideration that pro- 
duction during the final six months 
of the year normally falls about 23 
per cent below the first six months, 
figures for total output in 1929 will
